Immigration to this conntry for two
years has been increasing to a marvel-
lous extent, and by the close of the
present year it will be far beyond what
it has ever before beem In our
history. Careful estimates made by
the New York Commissioners of Emi-
gration show thst betweem 400,000
and 500,000 souls will land on our
shores this year and remain as perma-
nent settlers. From the 1st of Jan-
usry wntil the 19th of April,
over 80,000 arrivals were re-
corded at OCastle Garden alone,
an increase of more than 25,000 over
the same period last year and more
than the total emigration for either of
the entire years of 1876, 77 or V8.
On one dsy last week 6,801 imml-
grants were landed and every resource
of the officers at Castle Gardon s
stralved to register and forward to
their destinaticn the crowd of eager
foreigners who are daily landed in New
York.

Nebraska has utterly failed to real-
ize the great importance of the mighty
tide of immigration which is pouriog
upon our shores handreds of thowsands
of able-bodied men and women.
Leaving their homes across ths seas,
they have ocome to sid in opening up
and developing the resources of our
states and territories, and $o add to
the material wealth of the whole na-
tion, Political economista place §1,-
000 as the lowest money value of an
immigrant to a new agricultural com-
munitg. Some contend for §5,000.
When it is remembered that daring
last yoar, alone, 327,571 immigrant

T2 the Editor of The Bee:

Your exposure of the upjust prac-
tices of the rallrosd monopolists upon
the people, snd your vigorous cham-
pionship of all just rights of the peo-
ple in the premises, induces me to
send yeu the following facts of one of
their unjust transsctions:

On or about October 5th, 1880, I
contracted with the Rock Island &
Paclfic rallroad company for one car
from West L'berty, Iows, to Beatrice,
Nebrasks, to carry live stock, house-
hold googs and provislons, having
abouot one car load in all. I afterward
found thay would allow only six head
of stock per car, while I had mnine,
ht head of cattle and one horse.
The frolgh;..:;t tohbe $74 tp“f o::
I then to the sgent of the
road ;tp:m Liberty, that I woald
taske two cars st the same rale
if he wonld allow me to fill
up with apples in barrels, sufficlent to
make the two car loads. He assented
and furnished the cars. I loaded up
and started from West Libarty Octo-
ber 7th and reached Beatrlce on the
evening of the 11th. I had paid to
the agent at West Liberty $115, leav-
ing $33. according to onr agreemeant,
to be paid at Beatrice on arrival. Buat
I was s by being presented
with a bill jof $224.20, without any
eredit for the §116 before, which
bill I had to pay beforel could get my
stock and goods. And at this time,
six months afterwards, although I
have used the utmost diligence by cor-
respondence to have the matter right-
od, I have received no :money beck,
wor have the railroad companies
shown sny dlsposition in the least
to right the matter, and it seems
I shall be unable jto get any redress
without expensive litigation. It will
be seen that they have taken the dif-
erence between $224.20 and $33 due
them per centract, too much—that is,
$191 20. They ssnt me around on
the Unlon Pac'fic road on what is
termed the “Ram’s Horn roate" from
Omaha to Lincoln, making it neces-
sary for me to lay over Sunday at
Lincoln on expense for myself and
stock. L. W. Jacoba was our agent
to cars and trausport our ef-
feots from West Liberty, Iows, to
Bestrice, Neb. We are old people
(80 years of age), unable to transact

business ourselves.

JOE LANE.
SHORT SEETCH OF AN EMINENT AMERI-
CAN STATESMAN AND GENERAL.

Gon. Joseph Lane, who died at his
nume 10 IL0OSEDUrE, Orogun, Todnus-
day, April 20, was born in North Car-
olina, mber 15, 1801. Three
years Iater his father moved to Hen-
derson county, Kentucky. His boy's
eduecational advantsges were very
meagre, his time, until he reached his
majority, being occupied by employ-
ment in the county clerk’s office and
as clerk in s dry goods store. In
1821 he marrled and settle on a farm
in Vanderburg county, Indiana. The
following year he was elected to the
slatore. From that time he rep-
resented his adopted county in one
branch or the other of the assembly
slmost contnuouly for twenty-five

When the war broke oot with
Mexico, in 1846, he resigned his seat
in the State Senate and volunteered
as & pri soldter. His company,
with several others, having sssembled
at New Albany sud formed & regl-
ment., Lane was elected colonel. A
few days afterwards he received from
Presidest Polk s commission as
brigadier-general. He Immediately
set out for the seat of war, in com-
mand of three regiments of Indiana
volunteers, and in two weeks landed
at the Brazos and reported fer daty,
His brigade was assigned to General
Batler’s division. At the battle of
Buena Vists he commanded the left
wing, and commenced attacking a di-
vision of the Mexican army number-
ing 5,000 men, commanded by Gen,
Ampodra. 1o the course of the day
he was wounded in the right arm, but
remalned in the field. In June, 1847,
he went to New Orleans, where the
lndians regiments were disbanded.

Retu to Gen. Taylor's, he was
ordered to join Gen. Scott. Landing
at Vera Croz Sapt. 16, he set out for
the City of Mexico iIn command of
3,000 men. On Oct. 9 he defeated
Sanis Anna st Huamantla, On the

Well, hers we are in Oolorado again,

it being our third trip. All are at
present safcly ensconsed from the
storm that is raging without, with
our friend Mr, Horatio Jacob, twenty
five miles from Canon Clty and near
Cheyenne mountain.

Having just come from the “‘statea’
za asllver huonter, and as a Denver
paper remarks, ‘‘Just as other green
trock arrives,” we are only too glad to
stop over for a couple days’ rest. A

neighboring raocher has called
in snd he and our host
were epgaged in A soclal game

of *‘eribbags", a game very popular
smong ranchmen, and with which
they while away many an hour in their
happy mountsin homes. We have
never before in crossing the plains be-
tweon Omaha and Cheyenue, seen
such pictures of devastation, caused
principally by the severity of the wia-
ter on the stock range, and the great
washout on the U. P. railroad. At
Greeley, as the train approaches the
town, we notice the yerdure asserts
it=elf quite as much as any locality we
have visited, and as night comes on
we are hustling along toward Danver
at a rapld rate, and where we are soon

ourselves in good shape at
hotel de Revere.

Our stey in Denver is bat for a day
and we are off for the socuth. Here
we note with wonder and admiration
the improvement that is yearly geing
on. At Manitou improvement is rapid-
ly going on, there being abount a doz-
en buildings in course of conatruction,
and ground Is being broken for a £10,-
000 depe: building which is to be com-
pleted at an early dasy. Oolorado’s
Springs still retairs her usual business
sctivity, regardlese of the freight
boom it was enjoying a year or two
since. Here several pariies are wait-
ing for the weather to “moderate’ in
the mouniains preporatory to making
a! prospecting trip to Ruby, Saltic,
Guaonison City, Darnago,ete,. We also
recognize Mesaro, Lang and Durey of
Leadville notoriety, who are stopping
at the Spaulding House, the Fntter
devoting the greater patt of his time
attending to the wants of the latter,
who is saffaring from dementia.

Several prospects are being worked
near here with good results, among
waich might be mentiouned the ** Big
Thunder,” a carbonate formation
slmilar to that found |n the Laadville
camp, and which 18 likely to provesa
bonanza to the owners.
